Representative Tinkham  (Mass.), Re- 
Miblican, branded “a prod- 
et of a pacifistic propaganda.”

Tehitcherin Replies 
to Lloyd George.

GENOA, April 10.—Russia officially 
joined the European natigns today by 
accepting the four demands of the 
Cannes conference, asking only minor 
changes. Georges Tchitcherin, head of 
the Russian delegation, replying to Mr. 
Lloyd George, acceded to everything. 

The Cannes points accepted by 
Russia are: (1) Nations cannot repudi- 
ate their debts; (2) They cannot wage 
war on institutions (3)) They shall not 
engage in aggressive operations; (4) 
The nationals of one country are en- 
titled to impartial justice in the court 
of another. 

Russia Leading Figure. . 

In the greatest conference of Eu- 
ropean nations in history, to quote 
Prime Minister Lloyd George, the Rus- 
sians took the leading part. This réle 
fell to them for but one reason: Rus- 
sia virtually surrendered today. The 


prodigal nation came back to the fold. |. 


Communism was left behind like a 
worn out cat. Russia stepped out of it 
and into the warm conventional cap- 
italist society clothes it has fought off 
for five years almost to a day. 

Hisses. greeted the arrival of the 
Russian delegation—cheers marked the 
conclusion of Foreign Minister Georges 
Tchitcherin'’s speech. Mr. Lioyd George 
applauded and M. Barthou sat astound- 
ed, while the speakers’ colleagues, 
MM. Litvinoff, Leonio Krassin, Adolif 
Joffe, and Rakowsky, who with Nico- 
lai Lenin and Leon Trotsky, directed 
ill fated Russia, sat morose and silent, 
watching the bolshevik {dea ‘crash in 
pieces in the face of Europe's greatest 
gathering of statesmen. 

“Accept All Conditions.” 

“We accept all the conditions of the 
conference, at Cannes, asking only 
minor changes,” said M. Tchitcherin, 
and if his acceptance is real and is 
carried out it marks the final turn of 
bolshevik Russia from absolute com- 
munism. The general opinion among 
the assembled diplomats at St. George’s 
palace is that all that will be left of 
communism will be a mild state of so- 
cialism which will not interfere with 
international intercourse. 

Despite their surrender the Russians 
succeeded in throwing the first bomb 
in the confere . It was over the 
question of which M. 
Tchitcherin favored. After making a 
speech in French, repeating it in Eng- 
lish from the Russian original, M. 
Tchitcherin suddenly, impromptu, de- 
clared for European disarmament. Im- 
mediately . Barthou angrily inter- 
rupted by aring, “ Disarmament is 
not listed in the subjects to be dis- 
cussed by the conférence, and France 
insists that the question is not to be 
mentioned.” 

M. Tchitcherin replied heatedly: “ It 
is absolutely necessary to discuss dis- 


‘larmament in relation to the economic 


reconstruction of Europe.” 
Lieyd George Pours Oil. 

M. Barthou and M. Tchiicherin en- 
gaged in an excited debate, while the 
conference, which was gradually thin- 
ning, became an uproar. In the midst 


of this Mr. Lioyd George rose up, de- 


claring: 
“ Gentlemen, we have agreed not to 


discuss disarmament, and therefore our 
French colleague is. right, but we musi 
not waste our time in argument. We 
must get on. Nevertheless, in my 
opinion, the conference will naturally 
result in disarmament.” 

M. Tchitcherin, who urged the point 
Bi M. Briand brought up the 
question in Washington, seated him- 
self reluctantly. The commotion sub- 
sided, the conference realizing that 
the first meeting had already brought 
dissension on one of the great points 
which the entente refuses to discuss. 

The Russian speech strikingly re- 
sembled that of the Germans, indicat- 
ing prearrangement, although Dr. 
Joseph Wirth had failed to enunciate 
particulars and details, contenting him- 
self with expounding Germany's readi- 
ness to coJperate with the conference 
in rehabilitating the world. 

Position of Leaders. 

Prime Minister Lioyd George at the 
outset announced that the conditions 
set down at Cannes must be respected 
and reparations and other matters em- 
braced in the peace treaties could not 
be discussed. 

M. Barthou sarcastically stated that 
the French were not observers, but

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SOUTH SIDE WATER 
SUPPLY IS AFFECTED | 


Heavy rain, gales, flooded streets 
and basements in Chicago, and severe 
hailstorms within a radius of fifty miles 
of the city caused much preperty dam- 
age yesterday. Bad storms were re- 
ported throughout the United States. 

South side residents were hardest hit 
by the storms, it was said. More than 
an inch of water stood on the streets. 
Late last night machinery at the 39th 
street pumping station stopped work- 
ing.

Health Commissioner Bundeson, ap- 
prised of the peril to the health of 
thousands through sluggish sewage dis- 
posal, warned all residents of the south 
side to boil their drinking water to- 
day. He said he would see that an un- 
usually heavy quantity of chlorine was 
put into the water to purify it. 

Oak Park police and fire departments 
received numerous requests to have 
basements pumped out in the east end 
of the suburb. 

A heavy wind storm was reported 
northwest of Maywood. Hail stones, 
said to be nearly as big as oranges, 
drove through skylights and umbrellas 
at Aurora. 

A tornado hit Ash Grove, near 
Springfield, Mo., and resulted in two 
deaths. A tornado tore the roof off a 
church and numerous houses at Dub- 
lin, Madison county, Ind. 

A cyclone passed over North Spring- 
field, O., late yesterday afternoon. Five 
people were injured and property was 
damaged. Heavy wind put 500 tele- 
phones out of commission at Freeport, 
Ill., blew down barns near the city, 
and broke numerous windows in that 
section. Western Nebraska: was in- 
vaded by a blizzard and trains stopped 
running in the North Platte valley. 
Much snow fellein the Rocky moun- 
taine, Leadville, Colo., reported a tem- 
perature of 8 above zero.

Tells of Life After Death; 
“Suicide Futile.” 


_. New York, April 10.—[Special.]—An 

“ tnaight into the higher planes of life, 
where dwell “in complete happiness 
the spirits of the dead,” was given by 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle to reporters 
today. Supplementing the interview 
he gave when he arrived on the Bal- 
tic Sunday, Sir Arthur declared that 
the mediumistic power lies latent in 
every living person, and, like an ap- 
preciation of art or music, must be de- 
veloped. 

The average life on the spiritualis- 
tic planes is between 30°and 40 years, 
at the end of which the spirit rises to 
‘a higher plane, if his conduct warrants 
this ascendancy. Life after death, he 

‘asserted, is eternea!. except that the 
spirits move trom one plane to an. 
other. The highest Sir Arthur calls 
“ paradise” and the lowest is “ purga- 

Alleges Futility of Suicide. 

Suicide, he explained, is not a short 
cut to the spirit life. All the suffer- 

ings. which the suicide experienced 
before his death will remain with him 
mentally after the spirit leaves the 
body, he stated. Death, he said, is 
predestined, and bringing it on before 

ite stated time will have no good ef- 
fect upon the suicide. His financial 
worries, his despondency, or whatever 
the reason may be, are to remain with 
him until his passage into another 
plane. 

“ Everything on the other side is 
regulated by sympathy,” Sir Arthur 
said. “When you get there you are 
going to meet those whom you love 
and whom you counted as your friends, 
‘but you are not going to knock up 
against all the disagreeable people of 
this world. 

“It is @ place of complete har- 
mony and happiness, where physical 
pain and suffering is unknown.”

Sir Arthur said he has as much 
proof of the existence of life after 
death as one can have.

They Carry Letters. 

During his visit to Ireland Mr. Acker- 

man, like Mr. Steele, carried messages 
k and forth between the heads of 

e various groups In Ireland. He was 
followed at all times by detectives from 
Dublin castle and the Sinn Fein head- 
quarters. Mr. Ackerman ‘then re- 
turned to Lendon, where he reported 
his impressions to Col. House and Sir 
Basil. Sir Basil immediately conferred 
with Mr. Lioyd George and other Brit- 
ish ministers. Mr. Fitazgerald came to 
London and gave the unofficial terms 
of the Sinn Fein for the basis of nego- 
tiations. Although broken off repeat- 
edly by events in Ireland, the under- 
ground negotiations were carried on 
through the untiring efforte of the 
American newspaper nfen, and they 
finally resulted in the truce which 
enabled the Irish and British delegates 
to confer. And out of the camference 
came the Anglo-Irish treaty which is 
now awaiting acceptance by the Irish

The desire of Thompson, Lundin, and Small in 
today's primaries is to pack the state legislature. 
Small wants a packed assembly to save his hide. 
Thompson and Lundin want to help him save it, 
not because they care particularly for Small but 
because they must have such a governor as Small. 

If Small went out they would be hopeless unless 
they could get another man as compliant as he has 
been. They have one principal object.: That is the 


creation of a bond issuing, tax levying traction dis- 


trict. This is big politics, with greater opportuni- 
ties than anything else in the state. 

It is virgin soil. If Thompson can keep Small 
in office and through him and a packed legislature 
pass a bill destroying the Chicago city council as 
the controller of traction improvements and sub- 
way building, and if he can get the people to adopt

The year 1919, in which there were 154 murders, 
there were 3 hangings and only 27 sentences to 
the penitentiary. Ten murderers committed 
suicide, so that leaves 114 unaccounted for. 

A killing @ day represents our crime product. 
‘Three hangings a year was the rate at which 
justice pursues. : 

No wonder the killings go on and human life 
remains the cheapest of commodities.

‘times the amount of money which the chamber of 
cotamerce of the United States estimates that vet- 
erans will borrow from the banks within the next 
three years upon adjusted service certificates.”

interests maintain the average during the current 
year it will mean that they float and sell to the 


addition to refunding operations and government 
issues.” 

Mr. Taylor is not opposing successful business 
enterprises. He is not saying that Wall street 
should not float and sell $4,200,000,000 worth of 
new securities, at least such of them as mean new 
and constructive enterprises to add to the general 
wealth and prosperity of the United States. What 
he seeks to make clear, and what we seek to em- 
phasize, is that any country in which privéte enter- 
prise can operate on such a scale is financially able 
to take care of the adjusted compensation of its 
soldiers without an undue burden upon business. 

We can finance the bonus as provided in the bill 
which has passed the house and is now before the 
senate. The only proper question which remains, 
therefore, is whether we are willing to make good 
the informal promises we made the men who left 
their jobs and businesses to fight for their country, 
and whether we will show them that the country 
appreciates their sacrifices. The senate will answer 
that question in the affirmative, The greatest argu- 
ment of the opponents of the bonus has been re- 
futed. Only the plea of justice to the soldiers 
remains. That will not be scorned. 


FALSE ECONOMY AND 
NATIONAL DEFENSE. 


The house appropriations committee members 
who propose to cut navy personnel to 67,000 are 
doubtless convinced that the American people 
want retrenchment at any cost. We are ready to 
believe they are conscientious in their effort to 
lighten our tax burden, but allowance ceases at 
that point. 

‘The house proposal is a form of economy which 
the nation cannot afford to adopt, for it is not 
economy. If a city cuts its expenditure on sanita- 
tion and opens its doors to a devastating plague, 
it has not practiced economy. If it cuts its 
expenditure for a fire department so that engines 
are put out of commission, fire companies dis- 
appear, hydrants get out of order, and the city 
finds itself swept by flames because it has saved 
money needed for. fire protection, it has not prac-/ 
ticed economy. | 

In the case of the proposed navy cut—and the 
army also is in danger—there is less excuse for 
ill-advised retrenchment than usual. The reduc- 
tions are protested by the navy department and by 
the naval affairs committee and the protest is 
based on careful consideration of our needs and 
better judgment of the gubject concerned than 
Mr. Madden's and his associates’ of the appropri- 
ations committee majority. The reduction is also 
opposed by a substantia] minority of Mr. Madden's 
committee. But most important is the fact that 
after the most thorough consideration by our 
experts, and as a consequence of solemn delibera- 
tion in the Washington conference, our proper | 
naval rating has been fized by treaty with respect 
to our position in the world. 

This judgment, solemnly affirmed by the senate 
and undoubtedly approved by the nation, the house, 
appropriations committee, or a majority of it, now 
proposes to nullify. We are not to have naval 
equality with Great Britain or a ratio of five to 
three with Japan. We are to reduce our naval 
power far below that plane and we are to call this 
folly economy. 

There is nothing in America’s financial state 
which compels such action. There is nothing in 
the state of the world nor in our international 
relations which justifies it. 

Pacifism, which proposed that the United States 
should strip itself of defense amidst a world ih 
arms, will approve. Short-sighted taxpayers, who 
do not examine the nation’s needs or trouble to, 
study what naval reduction really threatens, will 
approve. 
at large, the imperiling of our first line of defense 
involved in this false economy will not meet the 
approval of the American people. It is not econ- 
omy. It isnot patriotism. It is not public service. 
The American congress should face the real 
meaning of this blunder. The American press 
should make its meaning clear. Organized citizen- 
ship throughout the country should make itself 
heard emphatically and without delay. 
Americans hope for an era of peace. They will 
do what they can to maintain it. But if we are 
not blind to the lessons of experience we know 
by this time that an America reduced well nigh 
to impotence ceases to be an agency of justice or 
of peace, and becomes instead a temptation to 
encroachmentg an unstable and undependable 
factor in world relations. An undefended America 
is a futility or worse in world affairs and a con- 
stant threat of disaster to her own people.

Prof. Bernard made weekly tuberculin 
tests on a lot of babies born and nursed 
by consumptive mothers. He was able 
to prove when infection occurred and 
how long it toole to develop in children 
receiving a massive dose of genus from 
close association with their infective par- 
ents. 

The practical conclusion that 
reached was that such children should 
be n away from their mothers soon 
aftér birth and boarded in the country. 
The system of boarding of children in 
supervised places in the country as de- 
veloped in France by Grancher, is about 
the same as that carried out by H. D. 
Chapin in this country for several years. 


What Bernard calis casual contract 
with consumption may do no harm, may 


jeven do good by building up resistance 


to the disease. He suggests that it may 
be something like a vaccination against 
tuberculosis. 

There is a vast difference between tak- 
ing in a few baccilli occasionally, and 
taking in massive doses every day, as is 
the case where one lives in the house 
with a careless consumptive, or works 
in a dusty workshop side by side with 
such an individual. 

Would Bernard go so far as to advise 
exposing children occasionally to a lit- 
tle tuberculosis for the purpose of build- 
ing up their resistance? 

To this he answers “No,” saying, 
“The infant should be sheltered as far 
as possible from all contamination, be- 
cause his organism, as frail as it is un- 
tainted, falls a more ready prey to a 
contamination whose dosage we are un- 
able to control.”

| SPEECH BY LLOYD GEORGE 


GENOA, April 10.—[By the A. P.]— 
“This is the greatest gathering of 
European nations which has ever as- 
sembled on this continent,” said Mr. 
Lioyd George, “and having regard for 
the magnitude of the assembly, the 
character of its representation, and 
the importance of the topics we are 
here to discuss, the results of the con- 
ference will be far reaching in their 
effects, either for better or for worse, 
upon the destiny not merely of Europe, 
but the whole world. 


“We meet on equal terms, provided 
we accept equal conditions. We are 
not here as allied and enemy states; 
we are not here as belligerents or neu- 
trals; we have not come together as 
monarchists or republicans or soviet- 
ists. We are assembled as the repre- 
sentatives of all the nations and peo- 
ples of Europe to seek out in common 
the best methods for restoring tho 
shattered prosperity of this continent. 


tion of things for the people than the 


into contractual obligations with an- 
other country or its nationals for Value 
received, that contract cannot be re- 
pudiated whenever the country 
changes its government without re- 
turning value. The second is that no 
country can wage war on the institu- 
tions of another. The third is that one 
nation shall not engage in aggressive 
operations against the territory of an- 
other. The fourth is that the nation- 
als of one country shall be entitled to 
impartial justice in the courts of an- 
other. 

“If any people reject these ele- 
mentary conditions of civilized inter- 
course between nations, they cannot be 
expected to be received into the comity 
of nations. 

Europe Needs Effort. 

“Europe undoubtedly needs a com- 
mon effort to repair the devastation 
wrought by the most destructive war 
ever waged in this world. That war 
came to an end three years ago. 
Europe, exhausted with its fury, with 
the loss of blood and treasure it in- 
volved, ig staggering under the colos- 
sal burdens of debt and reparation it 
entailed. The pulse of commerce is 
beating feebly, wildly; in some lands 
artificial activity is stimulated either 
by demands for repairing the ravages 
of war or by generations of thrift by 
the frugal and industrious among the 
people; but legitimate trade, 
and industry are everywhere disorgan- 
ized and depressed. 

“There is unemployment in the west, 
there ig famine and pestilence in the 
east; the peoples of all races and all 
classes are suffering, some more, some 
| less, but a@ are suffering, and unless 
‘some common effort by all the nations 
of Europe is made, and made imme- 
‘diately, to restore European efficiency, 
I can see symptoms not merely that 
the suffering will continue but that it 
may even deepen into despair. 


Europe Needs Real Peace. 


“What is the first need of Europe? 
Peace, a real peace. We propose to 
study the currency. . : . Good! We 
propose to examine the question of ex- 
changes. That also is good. We pro- 
pose to discuss transport and credit. 
That is all good. But unless peace is 
established and good will amongst na- 
tions, all these discussions will be of 
no avail. | 

“On the other hand, if real peace is 
the issue of this conference, all those 
things will be added unto you. But is 
there no peace in Europe? It is true 
that actual fighting has ceased, but 
the snarling goes on, and as there afe 
many dogs in every country who 
imagine that the louder they bark the 
deeper impression they make of their 
ferocity and determination, Europe is 
deafened by this canine clamor. 

“Tt is undignified; it is distracting; 
it troys confidence; it has rattled 
the nerves of a nerve ruined continent, 
and we shall only a make a real con- 
tribution to the restoration of Europe 
if at this conference we can stop the 
snarling. Europe needs rest, quiet, 
tranquility—that is, she needs peace. 


Regrets U. S. Not There. 


“The world is one economic unit. 
Economically, it is not even two hem- 
ispheres—it is one round unbroken 
sphere. For that reason I regret that

apply to all alike; they are the condi- 
tions which heretofore have been ac- 
cepted by all civilized communities as 
the basis of international good faith.

The press in practically all the 
world is represented; these representa- 
tives would not be here if the great 
publics, which, according to their 
genius, they either fortify and in- 
struct or alarm and chasten, were not 
deeply concerned in our 

and anxious as to the results. 


_ World Follows Genoa. 


“ The world will follow our delibera- 
tlons with alternate hopes and fears. 
If we fall, there will be a sense of 
despair which will sweep over the 
whole world; if we succeed, a ray of 
confidence will lluminate the gloam 
which is resting on the spirit of man- 
kind. 

“Burope is the cradle of the great 
civilization which during the last 600 
years has spread across the globe. 
That civilization has been menaced 
with destruction by the horrors of the 
last few years, but if we do our duty 
manfully, fearlessly, we shall prove by 
this conference, meeting as it does in 
a sacred week, that civilization is ca- 
pable of achteving its exalted purpose 
by establishing on a firm basis peace 
and good will among men.” 


SPEECH FOR FRANCE 


Louis Barthou, representing France, 
said in the course of his address: 

“I bring to this conference, from 
which may result a new orientation of 
the world, the considered views and 
loyal support of France. When Mr. 
Lloyd George at the Cannes conference 
took his noble initiative France gave 
her immediate adhesion, and if she did 
make a request for adjournment——an 
adjournment which has been usefully 
employed she only did so with the de- 
sire to attain, thanks to more complete 
preparation, results in which she 
placed her confidence and her hope. 

™ The world is tired of vain words 
and solemn declamations, which decla- 
mations are fruitless. The world is suf- 
fering from ill health and lack of se- 
curity and stability. May methodical 
and efficacious action bring to it the 
equilibrium it requires! 


“Come Here to Act.” 


““We have come here to act. We are 
not onlookers; We are collaborators, 
ready to take our part in the common 
labors and responsibilities. We are not 
indeed blind to the difficulties and ob- 
stacles of our task, nor to the amount 
of time it must take. But pessimists 
are impotent to stop faith; and active 
faith can alone save the world. Eu- 
rope is strewn with ruins; it would be 
madness to believe that an enchanted 
castle could rise from those ruins at 
one wave of a magic wand, but it would

“France has shown by her efforts 
that she understands the necessity of, 
and knows the price of, action.

Bureau Discharges. 


BY GRAFTON WILCOX. 


Washington, D. C., April 10-—[{Spe- 
cial.}—President Harding spoke offi- 
cially today with regard to his recent 


dismissa] from the service of the direc- 
tor and division superintendents of the 


bureau of engraving and printing, de- 


claring that his sweeping action was 
necessary to give complete assurance 
of protection to the government's in- 
terests and that he had no apology to 
make for it. 

The President also publicly declared, 
referring to criticism of his action as 
bearing on the civil service, that he 
proposed to maintain “every regard 
for the civil service law,” but added: 

“If a responsible executive head may 
not take such action as is deemed 


necessary for the good of the ‘public | 


service, then such an inhibition on 
the powers of the executive ought to 
be made very dlear to congress, to 
government employés and to the Amer 
ican public, to which all are answer 
able.” 

Was in Reply te Complaint. 

President Harding made his com- 
ments on the incident, which is still 
stirring the capital, in a letter to 
Luther C. Steward, president of the 
National Federation of Federal Em- 
plpyés, who had written protesting 
against the discharges. In replying to 
the President’s letter, Mr. Steward and 
Miss Gertrude McNally, secretary of 
the Women’s Union of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, accepted an 
invitation from the President te aid 
him in securing the highest efficiency 
in government service, but reiterated 
complaints that the discharged govern- 
ment employés were. unfairly dealt 
with. — 
The President, in his letter, written 
several days ago, but not made public 
until now, said: 

“The changes made at the bureau 
were ordered after extended delibera- 
tion, and were inspired wholly for the 
good of the service. It was so stated 
at the time. I do not un tand that 
such a statement or such an action 
impugns any one’s character, or calls 
for charges against the employés con- 
cerned, or demands — by the;

ROOSEVELT PROTESTS

Col. Theodore Roosevelt, assistant 
secretary of the navy, declared here 
tonight that the naval bill as reported 
by the house appropriations committee 
gives the United States “a lame duck” 
navy which would destroy Amierica’s 
influence in the world and make the 
country impotent in future interna- 
tional conferences which he predicted 
were certain to follow the recent Wash- 
ington armament conference. 

The bill providing for an enlisted 
personnel of only 67,000 men, Col. 
Roosevelt asserted, would, if enacted 
into law, be a “ national disaster,” re- 
ducing the United States to the rank 
of a second rate country with little in- 
fluence in the world either for peace or 
justice. 

“The bill breaks the naval ratio. ‘It 
relegates us to a minor position among 
the great nations. It cripples our de- 
fense. 

“We hatiee in the limitation of 
armament.

Everett J. Murphy, for twenty years 
warden of thé Illinois state peniten- 
tiary at Joliet, died at 4 o’clock yester- 
day morning, after two years’ illness. 
Heart disease caused death. 

Mr. Murphy was born at Nashville, 
Ill,, in 1852. After receiving a com- 
mon school education he entered 
mercantile work in Sparta. He served 
Rahdolph county first as deputy Circuit 
court clerk and then &s sheriff. In 
1886 he was elected to the state leg- 
islature and after hia removal to East 
St. Louis he was elected a member of 
the Fifty-fourth congress. 

His first experience as warden of a 
penitentiary came in 1889. Gov, Fifer 
appointéd him warden of the southern 
Illinois state penitentiary at Chester. 
In 1897 he was appointed a member 
of the state board of pardons.

It was under his régime that 
men were first taken out of the cells 
at meal time and permitted to gather 
in one large dining room. He abol- 
ished stripes in Joliet and introduced 
the present gray uniform. The escape 
of prisoners from the prison farms 
turned him against the honor system, 
but he was a strong advocate of the
